How to make your own arrowheads

Among the varied hobbies 
practiced 
in 
Southeast 
Missouri, one of the most 
unusual 
is 
flint knapping. 
Flint knapping, for anyone 
not familiar with the term, is 
the 
very 
difficult 
art 
of 
m akin g 
Indian- 
type 
arrowheads and knives, or 
other stone tools by chipping 
away tiny flecks of flint or 
chert rock — until that tool 
takes shape. 
Two 
practitioners 
of 
“ arrowhead making” in the 
SeMo 
area 
are 
Gerold 
Thompson, 
a 
Southeast 
Missouri 
State 
University 


professor, and Larry Nelson, 
a 
science 
teacher 
from 
Ironton. On occasion, the 
two artisans get together to 
sh are 
knowledge 
and 
technique 
and to practice 
their difficult pastime. 
Talk 
at 
one 
of 
these 
sessions will range from the 
potential shape of a large 
flake of chert to just how the 
Indian who originally made 
this sort of tool probably 
used it. Often, talk about the 
flakes will lead to the first 
few experimental chips being 
removed by one man or the 
other. 
Soon, 
that 
shape 
begins to evolve itself on the 
stone with minute chips of 
razor sharp flint rocketing 
away 
from 
the 
rapidly 
forming point as fast as they 


can place the correct amount 
of pressure in the proper spot 
on the stone. 
The Indians used two basic 
techniques to give final shape 
to their points. One was by 
striking the large flake with a 
hammer stone or a blunt end 
of a deer antler until the 
correct shape was achieved. 
The other, and the method 
most used by the modern 
knappers, is to exert pressure 
at a given point on the flake 
until a much smaller chip is 
forced off. 
The Indians most often 
used a point from a deer 
antler for this process. While 
both Nelson and Thompson 
have used the antlers to work 
this method, they now prefer 
a 
large 
nail 
for ease 
of 
handling. 


Both 
men 
have 
been 
interested in the making of 
Indian tools for nearly 25 
years. In those 25 years, they 
have 
been able to nearly 
duplicate some of the many 
types of points and tools that 
Indians 
all 
over 
North 
America made. 
This experimentation with 
styles has led them to believe 
that by working with the 
tools needed to create the 
points, they can recognize 
other 
tools 
used 
by 
the 
Indians to make flint tools. 


For example, the deer antlers 
and small, round, stone balls 
called hammer stones might 
not have been recognized for 
their 
use 
without 
some 
knowledge 
of 
how points 
were made. 


The road of discovery that 
Thompson and Nelson have 
followed in learning to make 
the tools may have paralleled 
that of the Indians. At some 
point in their careers, the 
knappers learned that the 
Indians discovered that heat- 
treating the chert or flint 
would produce a change in 
the structure of the stone 
that made it a much more 
workable substance. 
They guessed that perhaps 
part of a stone flake fell into 
a cooking fire and that the 
point maker for that tribe 
noticed the visible change in 
the texture of the stone and 
decided to experiment. That 
may have been how heat- 
treating 
started 
with 
the 
Indians. The pair believe that 
they may be able to discover 


other 
techniques 
that the 
Indians could have used by 
continuing 
their 
own 
experiments 
with 
tool 
making. 
The tools they make are 
not made for sale as “ genuine 
Indian 
arrowheads,” 
or 
anything of the sort. They 
are in the business of learning 
about how the Indians did 
this 
or 
that 
process 
and 
passing this information on 
to anyone who is interested. 


Both offer their knowledge 
and experience in lectures to 
any interested organizations. 


Time spent watching these 
masters of a long past art 
create new examples of a 
Southeast Missouri heritage is 
time spent in fascination.

A chert blank to be shaped 
into a stole tool has been 
selected. With a dime riding 
high to give the size, this slab 
of stone

The letter “ H” signifies that 
this 
slab 
has

heat 
treated to improve both the 
luster of the stone and its 
workability.
